RETAKE TRIPOL 


Three Thousand Troops Met 
By Italians Who Were 
Prepared. 


WITH AID OF SHIPS 
TURKS REPULSED 


Looting by Arabs Largely 
Work of Escaped 
Criminals. 


Tripoli, Oct, 10—The Turks appar- 
ently do not intend to abandon Tripoli 
to the Italians without further deter- 
mined resistance, For several days 
bands of horsemen have been recon- 
noitering in the vicinity of the Italian 
outposts, Several times ac night they 
have been discovered by the search- 
lights of the warships and then shells 
drove them back again into the hills. 
About 10 o’clock this morning, about 
3,000 Turkish troops with field guos 
were discovered advancing witn the 
intention of re-capturing the town, 

The Italian commander, however, 
had an intimation that such an attacle 
probably would be made and his men 
were prepared, The Italian guns were 
well placed and the Turks were met 
with a heavy artillery and rifle fire, to 
which they replied with equal enersy. 
it was moonlight and the fleet turned 
the searchlights on the cvoutending 
forces, When the engagement was at 
its height, the battleships and cruisers 
joined in with their smaller batteries, 
directing the shells to cover the Itahan 
front and Mank, For more than an 
hour ,the firing on shore was continu- 
ous, but about 2 o'clock, it slackened 
and gradually ceased, 

The Turks retired, but in good or- 
der, although it is reporte dthat taey 
suffered heavy losses. Another body 
of Turks tried to turn the Italians 
eastern flank, but without success. 
The Italian ‘casualties were slight, The 
Italian feet pursued the retiring Turks 
with @ heavy shel) fire, until 6 o'clock 
in the morning. 

Looting By Convicts, 

The looting by the Arabs, which oc- 
curred after the bombardment and the 
disorderly tight of the Turkish troops 
was to a great extent the work of 450 
criminals Jeft in prison, who beat 
down the doors and escaped, The 
looters made a clean sweep of Vali’s 
piace, the palace building, barracks 
and forts, Even doors and windows 
were removed and the powder maga- 
zine pillaged. 

The Turks appear to have had en- 
ormous supplies of ammunition, guns, 
rifies and projectiles, Quantities of 
powder, cartridges and she!ls since 
have been recovered from tle looters 
und the Italians have blown up three 
large powder magazines, Looters and 
escaped prisoners constantly are being 
re-captured, Signs of loot are visible 
on all sides in the incongruous attire 
worn by negroes and ragged native 
children, 

One of the curious sights of the 
town is the appearance of the Turk- 
ish police ahd soldiers who have been 
enrolled in the Itallan service, all clad 
in Turkish uniforms and wearing 
Turkish arms, accompanying the ital- 
jan governor and others and aiding 
marines in restoring order, 

Naval Attaches Present, 

Rome, Oct. 10, via Frontier—The 
naval attaches of all European coun- 
tries ,the United States and Japan and 
China, who will accompany the cx- 
pedition, were moat cordially received 
by the Italian naval and military offi- 
cers. The American attache is Com- 
mander Andrew T, Long. The trans- 
ports which .eft Naples were under 
the escort of a squadron sent purpose- 
ly by Rear Admiral Aubrey, which 
was reinforced by other warships 
waiting outside the strait of Messiua, 
The great secrecy maintained con- 
cerning the sailing of the expedition 
is explained by the fact that the gov- 
ernment realized the danger of a 3ur- 
prise attack on the' forces at Tripwli 
because the withdrawal from che 
blockade along that coast of ships te 
convey the transports. 

The great precautions taken, how- 
ever, seem excessive in this case as 
of late no Turkish warships have been 
signalled in the Mediterranean, while 
the Turkish garrison at Tripoli hardly 
is in condition to make an effective 
assault on the town, The expedition 
is expected to reach Tripoli Thurs- 
day. 

Town Resuming Old Aspect, 

Reports from Tripoli say the town 
is resuming its ancient aspect and 
active work {ts being done. Graaually 
the town has been cleared of the ele- 
ments opposed to the occupation, 
The squadron sent to Naples to eseort 
the transports include the battleships 
Vittorio Emmanuel, Regina, Elena, 
Roma and Napoli, which participated 
in the bombardment of and landing at 
Tobruk. 

As the boats with the landing par- 
ties neared the shore, they were re- 
ceived by a hall of bullets. Without 
waiting for the boats to land, soldiers 
and sailors alike leaped into the sea, 
answered the fire of the enemy and 
then charged with bayonets, driving

Toronto, Oct, 10—A blow out of the 
hovd switch in a College car this aft- 
ernoon, which shot a flame back nedr- 
ly the Whole length of the car result- 
ed in such a confusion among the 
passengers that seven people were 
badly Injured and shaken up. The in- 
juries to the people were sustained 
from jumping from the car through 
fright, 


ROYALISTS FORCE 
TROOPS TO RETIRE 


Au Encounter Takes Place in Northern 
Portugal Between Governmen; sol- 
dicrs and Those Wishing to Place 
Manuel Again on the Throne. 


Lisbon, via Frontier, Oct. 10—The 
Royalists entrenched near the Galician 
frontier were attacked by the Repub- 
ticans. They responded with a hot 
fire behind rocks and wooded strips, 
compelling the government twoops to 
retire, 

The Royalists expect another col- 
umn now advaacing through the Min- 
ho Valley to create a diversion und 
lead to a division of the government 
troops which are now concentrating, 
The Monarchists keep their line of 
communication with Spain open and 
ere able to receive recruits anda sup- 
plies from sources which the Repub- 
licans cannot attack without a quarre) 
with Spain. Two hundred peagant 
women, led by priests have . been 
marehing from village to village sing- 
ing hymns and cheering for the church 
seeking to inspire the men with tight- 
ing zeal, Their efforts, however, have 
generally been futile. 

The government is placing sailors 
from the warships in the front us 
much as possible, because they are 
more relentless in fighting the Royal- 
ists than are che soldiers, The resign- 
ation of General Castro as minister cf 
war was due to the fact that he was 
denounced as a traitor because he had 
not shown enough energy in suppress- 
ing the Monarchists’ bands, 


Sympathetic strike on Coast, 


Spokane, Oct. 10——Nearly 200,000 
industrial workers of the world and 
other workmen affiliated with that or- 
sanization are scheduled to quit work 
the day the trial of the McNamara 
brothers begins in Los Angeles. Ces- 
sation of work is to be intended as a 
protest against the methods practiced 
in the arrest and extradition of the 
prisoners according to local officers of 
the order,

BIG GRAIN YIELDS 


Ove Vield Just Threshed Gave Fifty- 
Two Pouwhds To The Bushel and 
One Hundred Bushels fo the Acre 
—Other Big Yiclds.

Stettler, Oct, 10—Reports are be- 
ginning to come in on the threshing 
Operations in the district, John J. 
Barber, who iives northeast of here, 
threshed a field of ots of forty-five 
acres yesterday that yielded one hun- 
dred bushels per acre weighing 62 
pounds to the bushel, or 5,200 ibs of 
Oats per acre, 

Mr, Barber has several hundred 
acr?s of spring wheat which the 
thresher men say will yield thirty-five 
bushels per acre on an average . They 
Started threshing the wheat today. 

Threshing is starting up this week 
in a rush. The main diMficulty en- 
countered is the scarcity of farm labor, 
It is expected when the threshers re- 
ports come in that this district wil! 
make a fine showing in the yields of 
oats, wheat, barley and flax,

PRAISE GIVEN TO 
PRESIDENT TAFT 


International Amity Pre- 
vails at Great Methodist 
Gathering. 


Toronto, Oct. 10—The Ecumenica! 
conference concerned itself this after- 
hoon with the general topic of “The 
Church and the Nation.” The Right 
Honorable W. Runciman, of the Brit« 
ish cabinet, was to have been the 
"rst speaker, In his absence, Kev. Dr, 
Lidgett spoke. Before the session 
started, the audience rose on the re- 
auest of Bishop Hendrix, chairman, 
and sang two verses of the British Na- 
Uonal Anthem and one verse of the 
American, - ; 

; The vast audience made the build- 
mg ring with its shout of blended 
song. Dr, Lidgett was cheered as he 
referred to the good work done by 
Vresident Taft and Sir Edwara Grey 


in bringing thé matter of ~interna- 
onal arbitration into the range of 
practical politics, The international 


relations of. the future ,he said, would 
concern mankind as a whole. The 
world was now one. If civil law ban- 
ished private feuds, international law 
would banish wart. He urged that 
churches cultivate the Catholic spirit 
in every possible way, 

Rev. Dr. Connor, Pittsburg, said 
there would never be universal peace 
as long as there was Industrial war, 
Competition made trouble It worked 
all right with the strong, but it was 
a curse to the weak. 

Praise for Tilt, 

Alderman Snape, Liverpool. speak- 
ing on “The Church and the World's 
Peace,’’ spoke of President Tait's pro- 
nouncement on peace as the most 
courageous statement ever made in 
the history of mankind. He charged the 
American. delegates to sce to it that 
the Senate did not obstruct the pass- 
ing of the treaty. The resolution fa- 
voring international arbitration was 
formally moved by Bishop Hendrix of 
St. Louis. In the course of hig re- 
marks, he referred to the British ju- 
diciary as the most consummate 
Nower of the world’s civilization, 
(cheers). He thought it a grand thing 
that from sea to sea on this side two 
nations lived in peace with not a men- 
acing gun pointing toward éach oth- 
er. (cheers), 

Rev. H. Haigh, D.D., seconded the 
resolution. He felt that the resolution 
everlooked a very important matter. 
It had not mentioned the great influ- 
ence of the Anglican church of the 
old country supporting the movement 
along with the free church’ council, 
lteference to this was forthwith adopt- 
ed in the resolution, He thought the 
action of the United States Senate was 
only temporary and that they would 
send the agreement on as it was, 

Sir Robert Perks supported the re- 
solution in a strong speech, as repre- 
senting the commercial world. It was 
in their interests, he thought. This was 
a charter for our progress, The work- 
ing people of Germany had withdrawn 
their money from the banks recently 
and made a protest against darkening 
the skies with machines for purposes 
of war, (laughter). 

Rev. Geo, ElMott, D.D,, Michigan, 
said there could not be any more a 
righteous war. No nation can be free 
in time of wars, 

Refers to Spanish War, 

Referring to Roosevelt's opposition 
to the -proposed treaty, he remarked: 
“He is one of the most stimulating and 
irritating men I know, but with all his 
faults, I love him still.” The Spanish- 
American war, he said, had been 
brought on by jingoes, gobbers and 
Journalists, 

Lieut. Gov. Wallace of California, 
made a plea for trusting the people, 
“Do away with caucuses and prim- 
ares and give the people a chance” 
Bishop Hoss was to the front as usual 
und caused merrimént devertbing nis 
belief of free trade.

For money on deposit 
the bank would have to account at its 
head office and could be sued in the 
province in which that office was lo- 
cated, At the head office of the bank 
in Montreal, Quebec, Mr, Ford ar- 
gued, was the “location” of the debt, 
The province thus could not effectue 
ally legislate to affect it either by 
taxation or confiscation. It had been 
held in the United States that action 
against a National Bank could be en- 
tered only in the state in which the 
bank had its head office. The same 
principle would apply to banks op- 
erating in Canada under a federal 
charter, 

Legisiative Burglarizing of Bank, 

Mr, Bennett, fohowing Mr. Word, di- 
rected the attention of the court to 
the argument that the statute was in- 
effective to accompiieh the purpose 
aimed at in other words that the 
statute showed no intention of a legis- 
lative burglarizing of the safe of the 
Royal tank. The language of the sta- 
tute was not sufficiently precise and 
unambiguous, It made reference not 
to the branches of the banks, but 
merely to the banks.

the opinion of a group of local men 
who have conducted experiments . 19 
such an extent that they now have a 
full line of samples of what they pro- 
pose to manufacture, 

For severai weeks work has been 
quietly going on In the paint shop ‘n 
the rear of Ole Hoyme's residence in 
Rosedale, Assisting Mr. Hoyme aro 
his brother Gilbert and Thorleif Iver- 
gon, recently out from Norway., By 
a secret process, which Mr. Iverson 
had learned from his father, they have 
made what is termed “dry paint,” to 
distinguish it from the liquid paint sold 
in tin cans, Thies paint will be said of 
a dry powder in paper boxes and will 
be made ready for use by imixing it 
with either water or oi], The uses to 
which it may be put are many, It 
serves for kalsomining Walls on che 
interior of a building, The prepara- 
tion hardens so effectively after betng 
applied it can be washed without 
damage. It can also be used for all 
outside painting on fences and build- 
ings of all kinds, and in most cases 
one coat will be found sufficient, 

Raw Matcrial Here. 

Mr. Hoyme states that all the raw 
material for the manufacture of this 
paint may be secured In Camrose wih 
the exception of ertain themicals 
which must be secured from Europe. 
Some linseed oil is used In the prepar- 
ation, but generally speaking, the coast 
of production is much less than tho 
ordinary kind of paint, while its dura- 
bility is about twice as great, 

While entirely new to this country 
the preparation has practically dis- 
placed the ordinary “wet paint’ in 
Norway. At Christiania Mr, Iver- 
son's father has a factory which em- 
ploys forty people—twenty-five men 
and fifteen girls, The girls are em- 
ployed in making the paper boxes 'n 
which the output of the factory !# 
marketed.
